Response to Arguments 



Applicant's arguments filed September 4, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. On pages 9-10 applicant argues that Hamada fails to disclose 
"a packet parser for extracting packet identifier information from a PS! packet and 
outputting additional information corresponding to the extracted packet identifier 
information and an audio/video packet, wherein the additional information does not 
include the packet identifier information" as recited in Claim 1 . Hamada discloses in 
Column 8 Lines 8-15 the additional information that represents the relation between 
channels and PIDs. The relationship between the channels and PIDs provides 
additional information regarding the content; however, does not provide the PID 
information and thereby meets the limitation. Additionally, on pages 11-14 applicant 
argues that Hamada in view of Blatter fails to disclose the inserting of additional 
information supplied from the packet parser into a particular region of the AA/ packet. It 
is disclosed by Blatter and recited in Column 2 Liens 24+ and Column 4 Lines 15+ the 
inserting of additional information into the transport stream. The inserting of information 
provides the user with management data for the recording that is read rapidly and 
allows for the use of the data to be inserted into the stream. Although, all of applicants 
points are understood the examiner can not agree and the rejection is maintained. 
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
